REMARKS 



The specification is amended to include a specific reference to the earlier filed PCT 
application as well as correcting typographical errors. 

There are 43 total pending claims. Claims 2 and 26 were canceled in the related PCT 
application. Claims 44 and 45 have been added by this preliminary amendment. 

Claim 1 has been amended to recite that the claimed microreactor includes one or more 
controllable fluid supplies that can that are adapted to supply one or more fluids to the chamber 
under controlled conditions at a pressure up to about 4,500 psi. Claim 2 has been amended to 
recite that the method of investigating the reaction or properties of materials in situ includes the 
step of supplying fluid to the chamber at a pressure up to about 4,500 psi. None of the art of 
record teaches or suggests an apparatus or method for supplying fluid to a chamber at such a 
pressure. 

Applicants respectfully submit that none of the pending claims are anticipated by or 
rendered obvious in view of the art of record and that all of the pending claims are in a form for 
allowance. Applicants therefore request consideration and allowance of these claims.
